Captain Blake pointed out that 
e best way to remain at peace 
to make it emphatically clear 
the rest of the world that 
s are strong enough to defend 
rselves — if the need should 
f.se. 

Tracing the history of the peace 
>vement; Captain Blake dis¬ 
ced that in the past 3,500 
ars only one of 12 years has 
en free from war. In the 160 
years of our national existence, 
Captain Blake declared, only one 
year in eight has been a complete 
peace year. This is paradox, for 
though the soul of man yearns 
for peace, he is undoubtedly a 
fighting animal as these figures 
'ndicate, he said. 

“Many people object to ade¬ 
quate national defense on grounds 
of expense,” said Captain Blake, 
“but we now spend about the 
same amount for chewing gum 
as we do for national defense. In

Two bridges — one a railroad 
bridge and othe other a highway 
bridge— were torn out, with the 
railroad bridge resting under the 
other one, Pratt said. The river 
cut a new channel near the old 
studios in North Hollywood and 
completely washed out pavement, 
bridges, houses and all. 

Pratt stated after his glimpse 
of the flood-ravaged district he is 
very glad that he was living in 
Sierra Madre even if he did for¬ 
get to shut off the water faucets 
in his house the day of the flood.

The fast pace at which most of tu 
live our lives makes it advisable to 
indulge in a short period of relaxa¬ 
tion at night before we go to sleep. 
Reading in bed is the way most of us 
accomplish quietude. Fifteen min¬ 
utes with a light story calms the 
nerves and composes one for slum¬ 
ber. 

Reading in bed sometimes is 
frowned upon because it was apt to 
result in eyestrain. The truth is that 
it is not the reading in bed that is at 
fault but the way it is done. Vision 
most surely is endangered if one lies 
flat on the back and reads in the 
light of a glaring or too-dim lamp. 
But it is perfectly safe to read in 
bed if you sit up and if you have the 
proper light. 

The best light you can provide 
yourself for reading in bed is an in¬ 
direct table lamp on the bedside 
table. These lamps, originally de¬ 
signed by a national society of illu¬ 
minating engineers, were introduced 
several years ago as study lamps. 
Since then, they have been made 
with more attractive bases and 
shades which make them decorative 
as well as useful additions to bed¬ 
rooms and living rooms. These 
lamps have bases which are higher 
than ordinary, and supply diffused, 
soft light through an indirect glass 
bowL They also light the rest of the 
room, thereby dispelling the harsh 
contrasts that strain the eyes. 

Another approved light for read¬ 
ing in bed is the indirect pin-it-up 
lamp which is hung on the wall close 
to the head of the bed.

Courts and Umpires 


On what basis does the Supreme 
Court declare a statute void? 

The Supreme Court does not pass 
laws or statutes or determine 
whether they are good or bad any 
more than an umpire makes the 
rules or declares whether they are 
good or bad. The Court's only job, 
like the umpire’s, is to make deci¬ 
sions ln accordance with the rules. 

A baseball rule may seem to be 
good when written bat turn out bad 
ln practise. Experience often pro¬ 
vides the real test. So also with a 
atatute passed by Congress. It may 
appear satisfactory when written 
hut develop unconstitutional phases 
when administered. 

And the Supreme Court never 
passes upon a statute unless chal¬ 
lenged in Court by litigants. The 
Court then has before It not only the 
statute as passed by Congress but 
also as administered In actual cases. 
Before passing Judgment, It reads 
and bears arguments from both 
aides—(a) to sustain the statute and 
(b) to show how, in actual cases. It 
conflicts with the Constitution. 

The Court then lays the atatute aa

Sherman Balnbrldge and Roy 
G. Ownes, leaders of the $30- 
Every-Thursday or California 
Pension Plan appeared at the 
Sierra Madre Forum Tuesday and 
believed they should be supported 
Instead of the rival $25-Every- 
Monday and the $200 monthly 
Townsend plans. 

Potting his audience with a 
shower of picturesque phrases, 
Bainbridge launched into his 
speech then stopped short and 
asked them how many had bought 
a new, suit in the past twelve 
months? Balnbridge’s own hand 
was the only one aloft at the end. 

Painting a dark picture of the 
future, Bainbridge quoted Profes¬ 
sor Mallory of U. C. to the ef¬ 
fect that 250,000 youths between 
the age of 15 and 24 are in pris¬ 
ons and reformatories In the 
United States, and that 250,000 
more are bumming their way 
across country. This was caused, 
he said, because of the economic 
condition of their parents. 

Bainbridge said that between 
10,000,000 and 14,000,000,000 peo¬ 
ple are unemployed In the United 
States, and that authorities ex¬ 
pect that technological advances 
will soon place an additional 6,- 
000,000 In the unemployed ranks. 
“But,” said Bainbridge, "the fast¬ 
er the number of unemployed in¬ 
creases the sooner the govern¬ 
ment will be compelled to enact 
legislation such as ours.” 

Roy G. Owens, described as 
“engineer-accountant” took over 
the second half of the meeting 
by stating that "the United States 
is the greatest insane asylumn 
the world ever saw.” We are, he 
said, victims of entirely erroneous 
beliefs about money and how it 
works. He outlined the California 
Pension Plan as a proposition to 
pay everybody over 50, $30 a 
week for life. 

Summing it all up Owens said 
the "California Pension Plan” was 
a “self-redeeming promissory note 
idea that has no beginning or 
end.”
